might as well have expected to catch a whale. 
1 doubt w hether there has existed a single 
original idea in W ashington this d a y ; and 
if the mails, or the m orrow does not bring 
one, you will have to wait till next week be 
fore you can get any from me. 
By the w ay, I will just m ention that Mr 
Rives has left the city for his estate in Alber- 
marle county, where he will probably spend 
the sum m er. 
H e is, fortunately, not only in ­ 
dependent in principle, but independent in 
interest—a gentlem en of a splendid fortune. 
He lias no occasion to look for support from 
the governm ent, hut the g o vernm ent look to 
support from him ; and though he is out of 
Congress, lie will not fail to lend his nam e, 
and influence, and splendid talents in support 
of G overnm ent.

Joseph S. Porter, who lost his life by the late 
accident on board 
the steamboat 
W illiam 
Penn, we copy from the Philadelphia Daily 
Advertiser of the 8th inst :— 
“ Col. Porter had visited Baltimore on busi­ 
ness, nnd his family were anxiously awaiting 
his arrival, when the alarm 
was sounded 
through the city that the steam boat W illham 
Penu 
was approaching shrow ded in smoke 
and flames. 
T h e agony of the m om ent to those 
whose friends were supposed 
to be on board 
may be imagined. 
T he public alarm, how ­ 
ever, became moderated, w hen it was under 
stood that the boat had been run on sh o ’-e 
and the arrival of intelligence that the pas 
sengers had all been saved, produced a revul 
slon of feeling joyful in proportion to the for 
mer gloom. 
To the family of Col. Porter this joy was 
short lived;— His lifeless body was all of the 
husband and parent they were destined to re­ 
cover. 
B ut they and ail his friends have the 
saiislaction of reflecting that there is every 
reason to believe that he died in the cause of 
hum anity—thus in death setting the seal to a 


life devoted to philanthropy and the social 
virtues. 
T h e last that was seen of Col Porter while, 
living, was at the stern of the steamboat, 
endeavoring 
to save 
two females—one of 
whom was fortunately rescued from the water 
—the other, 
with 
Col. Porter, also leaped 
overboard, w hen the wind driving the smoke 
and flames from the boat over the water with 
sucli fury, that though a small boat was at 
hahd, it was found impracticable to approach 
the sufferers— when nt length the bodies drift- 
ted from the burning mass, nnd when taken to 
the shore, life was extin ct in both. 
T o the generous stranger who became ac­ 
quainted with Col. Porter on board the steam ­ 
boat, and who, in the small boat, attem pted 
his rescue, the lasting gratitude of his family 
is due. 
Col. Porter's circum spect life, obliging dis­ 
position, and unassum ing m anners, gave him 
a large place in the affections of his circle of 
acquaintance, whose deep sym pathy with his 
afflicted family was evidenced by the large at­ 
tendance at his funeral, which nearly filled 
the M eeting House in Christian street. 
A fter a feeling address by E lder Frederick 
P luinm er, on the solemn casualty, and rather 
eventful career of the deceased, his hody wit3 
deposited in the C em etery of the 
Christian 
S ociety.”

As much as the oppo­ 
nents of the Hank regretted the necessity of 
using violence against violence, they were 
obliged to resort to it for the protection of 
their rights—and in doing it, they vindicated 
them manfully — the rioters were ejected sans 
rerrrnonir, and the purposes for which the 
meeting was convened triumphantly effect­ 
ed. 
This must convince the friends of the 
Hank that they can gain nothing by mob 
force— that the do lil>e rat ions of the P e o p l e , 
and the free and fearless expression of their 
opinions cannot be prevented, or obstructed 
by threats or violence. 
The inhabitants of this 
country have loo long enjoyed the liberty of 
S p eech, of Ac tio n , and of the P ress, to ac­ 
knowledge any controlling power over these 
invaluable lights, except what may be found 
in the Constitutions and Laws they them­ 
selves have created and adopted. 
The opponents of the Bank court not pub­ 
lic disturbance—-they are as unwilling to see
